Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Claimed invention is directed to reducing administered dosage of 
pharmaceutical by co-administering a placebo and the specific drug for the management of neurological condition. 
Amending the generic claims to recite —pharmaceutical selected from the group consisting of methylphenidate and 
dextroamphetamine--- appears to overcome the art of record. Further search and consideration would be necessary 
before indication of allowable subject matter. Upon the indication of allowable subject matter, the search will be 
extended to include the non-elected claims and the restriction requirement will be withdrawn. 
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
